BRING THREE DOWN. 


Thirty-seven persons were killed 


In today's air raid by German 
aeroplanes and 141 injured, it was 
officially 
announced this after- 


noon. 


The British admiralty said three 


of the German aeroplanes which 
had dropped bombs on 
London 


were brought down. All British 
machines returned safely from the 
chase, 


London. July 7,—About 20 enemy 


aeroplanes bombarded London today, 
according to an official statement by 
the war office. 


Damage was done In the heart of 


London by the raid, which was one 
of the^greatest, if not the greatest,. 
attempted by the Germans. 


Late today It was impossible to say 


what the loss of life was. For about 
a quarter of an hour raiders dropped 
a steady rain of bombs. 
Tho raid 


occurred about 9:30 o'clock. Thous- 
ands of persons crowded tho streets, 
many of them women anil children. 
The police and soldiers had difficulty 
in holding back the people. 


Many were seen at windows. Anti- 


aircraft guns throughout the city and 
British aeroplanes engaged the hos- 
tile craft an,dMlor some time 
the 


sound of exploding bombs and the 
vicious reply- 0{> guns was deafealng. 
Straight over, tho city flew the squad- 
ron of raiders, pursued by butbdng 
shrapnel. 


The sun was shining brightly, but 


the sky was overcast with a haze, 
such as Is so favorable to raiders. 
Notwithstanding the haze, the Ger- 
mans were visible to the people in 
the streets 


Appear Suddenly. 


They appeared suddenly and few 


persons realized that a raid was in 
progress until the sound of bombs 
was heard 
They wore traveling at 


tremendous speed 
They appeared to 


be at a lower altitude than previous- 
ly, when they exacted a heavy toll 
of life in I.onrion.

"Lord French reports that about 


9 30 o'clock 
this 
morning, hostile 


aircraft In considerable number, prob- 
ably in two parties, appeared over 
the Isle of Thanet and the east coast 
of Essex. After dropping some bombs 
in Thanet the raiders proceeded in 
the direction of 
London.

Stamp Out the Vipers 


For the most part the German press of the Slope is patriotic, 


but th* Tribune has had it>> attention i-alled to a veiled attack up- 
on the policies of the administration in a Dickinson paper.

American citizens who are supporting the government, but the 
time has come to stamp out the vipers who cannot appreciate the 
grave crisis that confronts the nation but continue to worship 
the German fetish of the divine rights of kings.

Fight- 
ing from the front records the taking 
of first line trenches by the troops ot 
the lithe army, who also at somo 
points captured second line positions. 


The opening ot the battle of Pinsk 


marks the second effort of the Rus- 
sians after the long period of quiet, 
which followed the revolution. The 
point selected for this attack Is a>bottt 
ITS miles north of the sector in idast 
Gallcia along which 
the 
Russians 


made their tlrst onslaught, resulting 
iu the capture of 18,000 men In two 
days 
Pinsk is at the middle of the 


Russo-Ciallcian battle line. 


There has been no heavy fighting 


In this region J'nce the conclusion of 
the great Austro-German drive, which 
began In the spring ot 1915. * ' 


WAR SUMMARY 


(By Associated Press.) 


General Brusiloff 
seems to have 


been arranging a surprise on the Rus- 
sian front, judging from reports from 
Petrograd today of violent, fighting 
in progress in the Pinsk district. 


Apparently, the Austro-German at- 


tention has been centered on the Oa- 
lician district where 
Bruslloff's of- 


fensive opened last Sunday and only 
last evening the German official re- 
port 
recorded 
the 
resumption of 


heavy attacks by tbe Russians. 


There had been no mention in of- 


ficial statements recently of activity 
anywhere along tbe Russian lines ex- 
cept In Gallcia and sectors Immedi- 
ately adjacent north and south. Tbe 
reports from Pinsk, 150 miles north 
of the Galician border, therefore, has 
the element ot surprise for the world, 
If not for the Germans. 


On the Franco-Belgian front, the 


British have made another forward 
thrust, slightly advancing their lines 
east of Wytschaette.

Uncle Sam's Investigators Find Thai 


Besides Direct Income Other Fac- 


tors Mutt Bo Considered 


That cattle to most cases add to 


Che farm Income la tbe corn belt Is In- 
dicated by the results of a recent In- 
vestigation conducted by experts of 
Cncle Sum's department 
of agricul- 


ture, as part of a comprehensive study 
of tbe meat situation, iu which Its 
specialists have been engaged for 
some time. Tbe results have shown 
that the direct profit from tbe raising 
of calves, the average seems to estab- 
lish. Is usually small, but tbe Inves- 
tigators point out that there are other 
factors which make tbe practice more 
advantageous than would appear at 
first sight. 


Among these advantages, It Is point- 


ed out, are tbe fact that live stock on 
tbe farm produces a borne market and 
means of utilization of farm roughage, 
some of which might be wasted If not 
fed, and the use of pastures wblcb 
could not be employed profitably In 
any other way. Live stock also af- 
fords a ready home market for certain 
other crops, which at times would 
have to be hauled considerable dis- 
tances to be sold. Finally, tbe ex- 
perts say, the presence of live stock 
on the farms gives productive employ- 
ment throughout the year to labor 
which at certain seasons might other- 
wise be Idle. Live stock also gives 
some Interest ou capital Invested on 
equipment, 
which 
would 
produce 


notblng if not utilized at all seasons. 
The fertilizing value of manure also 
must be considered, tbe officials say. 


When these factors are taken Into 


consideration, even though there ap- 
pears to be little or no profit us shown 
by cost figures, It is believed that In 
most Instances the farm Income ta 
greater because of cattle having been 
kept on the farm. The keeping of live 
stuck, therefore, say tbe Investigators, 
is to be recommended on farms hav- 
ing large quantities of cheap roughage 
available or having land which can be 
best utilized as pasture.

Although cotton is grown In 18 


states, the, combined product of three 
—Texas, Georgia and Arkansas, tbe 
only states which produced more than 
a million bales In 1916—represented 
nearly three-fifths of tbe total crop of 
that year, according to Uncle Sam's 
figures, Texas alone reported 3,725,- 
700 bales, or nearly one-third of. tbe 
total crop; Georgia's output was 1,- 
820,938 bales, or somewhat less than 
one-sixth of tbe total; and that of 
Arkansas was 1,134,033 bales, or near, 
ly one-tenth of the total. 


Six counties reported tbe ginning 


of more than 100,000 bales each from 
tbe growth of 1916. Wllllams'6y,coun. 
ty, Texas, with 124,732 bales, 'was in 
tbe lead, closely followed by Ellis 
county, In tbe same state, with 124,- 
349 bales. 


Tbe crop of 1916—11,449,930 equiv- 


alent 500-pound 
bales—showed 
a 


slight Increase as compared with tbe 
preceding year, but with that excep- 
tion was tbe smallest since 1909. The 
crop of 1916 exceeded that of 1915 by 
about 258,000 bales, but fell below that 
of 1914—the largest ever grown—by 
4,685,000 bales, or 29 per cent. 


Despite tbe marked falling off In the 


crops of the last two years as com- 
pared with that of 1914. the output of 
llnters continues to show a pronounced 
Increase. The high prices obtained In 
recent years for this fiber, which Is 
used extensively in the manufacture 
of guncotton and smokeless powder, 
have so stimulated the production of 
llntere that the yield per ton of seed 
treated Is now considerably more than 
double that of a few years ago.

trols the speed of the gasoline motor 
and the ather the electric motor. 


At liny udvnnoed position of the elec- 


tric It-ver. the first movement of tho 
gasoline lever starts the gasoline mo- 
tor. As the lever Is moved furwnrd It 


causes the car to be operated more and 
mure on the gasoline. 
At n certain 


point It will run as a straight gasoline 
car, neither charging nor discharging 
the buttery. Further advuuce uses the 
excess power to cliarge the buttery. 
Using both motors the car will develop 
a speed of 40 miles an hour.

How old nre you? 
Never In the history of this coun- 


try has this question been of such vi- 
tal interest to so many people as It is 
today.

government been so deeply interested 
in knowing the exact ages of theyouug 
men of the land. 


Officials of Uncle Sam's census bu- 


reau believe that In view of these 
facts, the public mind has never be- 
fore been so ready to grasp the great 
Importance of complete birth registra- 
tion. 
Officials of the bureau la a 


statement on this subject say: 


"In ordinary times, as the years RO 


by and problem after problem Is tak- 
en up and settled, our civilization 
grows; and the more rapidly these 
problems are taken up and settled 
the 
more rapidly this 
civilization 


grows. 


"In ordinary times the continual de- 


mands upon our attention, first by one 
problem and then by another, easily 
explain the temporary sidetracking 
In so many states of the problem of 
complete birth registration. It Is not 
because the people believe birth regis- 
tration unimportant, but the prob- 
lem bas simply been crowded to one 
side until a more favorable dny. 


"When the story Is told of the Amer- 


ican arrested in London as a German 
spy, unable to obtain a birth certifi- 
cate because his birth bad never been 
recorded and because the doctor had 
died, the people grasp the pofnt and 
atree that birth1; should be registered; 
hut as the story relates to somebody 
fur away, somebody unknown, and 
prntmhly never heard of before, the 
p.iint Is soon forgotten and no wave 
-if strong public opinion Is ever really 
-tnrted. So, too, the statements that 
birth records are needed to prove men 
of voting age, to establish old-age pen- 
.slons and pensions for children of sol- 
diers, to establish rights of Inheri- 
tance, to determine bow efficiently the 
state* nre protecting the health of the 
children, and to determine, who Is en- 
titled to the protection of our flag, 
these stntetnents are too apt to bo 
treated ns old axioms which call for 
no Immediate reform.
